Part of the Governor's Measures to

The two suits against Aaron Ester- 
Iv. as receiver of the Jonathan Ester- 
ly banking company, of Columbiana, 
brought by the Third National bans 
of Pittsburg and the State National 
bank of Pittsburg, involve the same 
question.

Columbus, April ll.—(Special)—Gov­ 
ernor Nash'a taxation measures—the 
Willis and tale bills—are now laws.

Tfte tax is dou­ 
bled on public serving utilities, which 
it is claimed will produce $600,000 ad­ 
ditional revenue.

The compensatory measures, which go 
to complete the administration taxa­ 
tion scheme, were also passed by the 
senate. These are senate bills and will 
have to go through the house before 
they can be made laws. 
The Willis hill imposes a tax of one- 
tenth of one per cent on .the paid-up 
stock of corporations, and requires 
them to tile annual reports with the 
secretary of state. It is declared that 
this bill will net the state at least $1,- 
000,(100 annually. 
The Cole bill increases the excise tax 
to one per cent of the gross receipts 
and adds telephone, express, interur­ 
ban and union depot companies to cor­ 
porations to pay tax. The tax is dou­ 
bled on public serving utilities, which 
it is claimed will produce $600,000 ad­ 
ditional revenue.
